Dr. Montague's Eloquent Beciproca- 
tion of the Expressions of the 
Colonial Secretary, 

London, March 25.— -Dr. Montagno, 
Caniidian Minister of Agriculture, Sir 
Robert Herbert, General Galloway, lion.

The Coloiiiul .Secretary Was fliveii an 
eiithu.siastic reception as liu rose to re- 
ply. He said that he felt honori-'il to he 
as-sociated with Dr. Montague, utid that 
it was a great pleasure to meet tlie many 
repreaentatives of tho Great Aniericil, 
which stands first among tho kindred 
nations forming the liritish Empire. 
He hud viwited Canada and had met 
inanv of its leading Mtiite.anit'n, no- 
talily the <.'reat .'^ir .ndiii M;iC(|,,„iild, 
that iiio.st iiiijierially niincled man, 
whose t^iiiiliiif,' ideal '\va.s to nuiiiitain 
intact llie local iiidepeiiileiice of Canada 
in close alliance with the iiiothov ctoim- 
try. .\t tinicH lie <lid not have an ca.'jy 
time. There were many proiuineni men 
on both .iides of the Atlantic whi.) had 
once assiinied that it waH the iiianife.sl 
(Icsiiiiy of Caiinda to be ubriorbed into 
the j^reat republic on an tsotitliern fron- 
tier. (Cries of ''No, never!" 

Mr. Chamberlain continued: " That 
wa.s the opinion. It is an ancient cnn- 
troversy and I will not refer to it now, 
except to mark tlit! contrast betw'oen the 
doulit and hesitation then tmd the de- 
teruiiiiiition now of every son ol Canada 
to maintain the local coiisl ittil ion in hi-s 
speiiial iiientity and al the sanie time to 
draw clo.-er the bonds which unite him 
with the ureat imrent state. The recent 
isolation that seenied to tbretiien us 
evolied from till the colonies, especiallv 
from Canada, an oiUliiirst "i loyalty and 
aU'ection that reverbei-atcd ilireju^riiont 
the world, wliicli tcstilicil a sentiment 
deeper than wonLs can exprcna and 
which dispelled tlic idea that such ex- 
pressions of loyally and affection were 
siiperlicial and would not boar the lest 
fttjjerioua conflict, so that if war broke 
out the mother country would not be 
left to her fate and the colonies would 
take care of themselves. 

Tlii^ shadow of war diil darken the 
horizon and lo notie was the shadow 
more ominous than to oiif felloW-eii i/x-n.'^ 
of Canada, ^'et thoiijrli. if it bud hap- 
pened, it would lie borne in the lirst in- 
stance by Canada, with lui hesitation, 
the iieople and pailianienl of Cana<' ■ 
said that altliouijli tlie matter tlid not 
adect their interests, it allected the 
Innior of the British Empire, "'ul they 
would make common cause wittt ug ami 
were prepared shouldeV to shoulder to 
bear with us all that miuht 
arise. This decision was eapinislzed by 
the debates in the Dominion parliaineni, 
and the moral was summed up in tlie 
eloipient siieecb of Mr. MeXeill, who is 
iliiided as having' stiid : '"The Brilish 
people, line t."i,|,lr--i h,. inteLri'it.v of tbe 
coiiinioii loiijiiu-." Tins orator struck 
the i ijlil r.'i.od will 11 he saiii llio einpire 
of (-ireal. I'.ritain is thtMMUiiinoii lierita^;e 
of all its sons and is Hot the 
appaiiaoe of the I'niteil Kingdom. 
.\i;'.ny siieecjies v.cre niade to tile same 
effect in the Uominion iiarlianieiit, and a 
resolution was passetl by aci'latiialion, 
rejiealed allusion beinir nunle to the op- 
poilnnity which every conimunity in 
the Empire was bound to sei/.e, and' the | 
hope was expressed that sonietbi'ij; | 
would be done to bring us nearer. We | 
echo that hope, continued Mr. Clianiber- | 
lain, and ask you in this demonatnition 1 
not to allow this almost universal ex- 1 
pression of loyalty in the colonies tojiass j 
aivay without a seriuu.s elfort, by colonial | 
ami iin])erial statesmen to tranrfforiu | 
these hij,di sentiments into practical re- 

HllllS." 

.Mr. Chamberlain then reviewed the 
growth of the [eeliiiK for Iiiiperiuj I'ed- 
eraliun and said: " -Mllmii^rb e.slieri- 
enco has shown that the final realiz<i- 
liori of our hopes of Federation is a 
matter of such vast magnitude aipl trreat 
complication that it cannot bu under- 
taken at the iireseiit tinie; it 
doe.s not follow on that account 
that we should give up our 
aspirations. It is only a proof that we 
must aiijiroacli the goal diU'ereiitly and 
not try lo do everythinf,' at "iiee, biil, 
iiiiistseek the line of leuHt resifi|,ance. 
Tlu^ boidest niiglil shrink ajnuilled be- 
fore an atteiiipl to create a new iri,vern- 
nieiit for the Ib-itish emjiire with large 
powers of tiixation and legiKlution over 
countries sejianited by thoiisands of 
miles of sea. We may, ho'.vevcr, appi-oai;li 
this tiesirableconHUinmalioii by n process 
of gradual tievelopiiieiit. We may en- 
deavor to eatablish some er;ininon inter- 
ests and common obligations, to deal 
with which it is natural tliat soine sort 
ol representative authority Kli"'ild gi'ow 
up. The greatest obligation isimpei ial 
defence. The greatest interest is im- 
perial trade. "The former uiust be 
reached through the hiUor, as was the 
creation of the (,T(M-iiian enipi.-c. Allifsl 
the reiclislag was convened to deal with 
the coiiiniercial inlerests o( the (iernian 
slates, tiradtiallyit eiiibnu'cd national 
and pidilieal objects, and beeamo the 
bond of unity and the basis of the em- 
pire." 

Remarking that it was natural Uiat 
Canada should take the initiative, ^Ir. 
Chamberlaiu cited the resolution of the '

Ottawa 'con ferenco in fiivor of a customs 
arrangoinoiit between Great Britain anil 
the colonies, and also Mr. McNeill's re- 
solution in the Canadian Legislature on 
Tuesday in favor of an ad valorem duty 
on foreign imports. Although he fore- 
saw very serious dislocation of trade 
with England, if siich a proposal became 
effective, Mr. Chamberlain asserted 
that the proposals merited re- 
spectful consideration. This pro- 
[losal would involve at !e:ist 
a siiKill duty on food ;ind raw material, 
and would thus increase the cost of liv- 
ing and pressure on the working classes. 
It would also tend to increase the I'ost j 
of production, and would tlierebv Jire- ' 
judice lbs in cmnjieiing with fortdgn 
countries in neutral markets. It is 
useless for us lo shut our eves '.o these 
facts. In return we should gel a very 
small consideration in tho shape of a 
jireference, may be two per cent, and 
perhaps even live per cent, in compet- 
ing with foreign manufacturers in the 
colonial markets. 

" This is a very startling proposal for 
a free trade country and seems in its 
pifsenl form impossible for us to ado|it. 
1 am a pronounced free trader, but at 
the same lime 1 am not .so pedantic thai 
if stitlicienl advice were ollered 1 wmiM 
nol consider a diversion from the strict 
dogma. ]jut,so far, no suflicient i|uid 
pro quo has been ollered to induce I'-ng- 
land to take a certain loss and the pos- 
sible risk involved in revis- 
ing her pi i'si at commercial pol- 
icy. The iireference would be 
much smaller in tho case of British 
goods imported into the colonies than in 
that of colonial goods imported to Great 
Britain. It is still more important to 
remember that our foreign trade is so 
gigantic in proportion to the foreign 
trade of tbe colonies that the burden of 
taxation would fall with much greater 
weight upon the United Kingdom than 
u)ion the colonies." 

-Mr. Cham oei'lain proceeded to invite 
the colonies to continue their ellbrts and 
(■Xjiressed the opinion that the iMari|uis 
of Uipon's dis|ialidi to the governors of 
the cidonies on this subject in 189.0 had 
not closed the doors to more favorable 
proposals u hieh might be|advaneed in the 
luture and he called particular attention 
to Lord Ripon's statement that an ar- 
rangement creating a customs union 
coin]irising the wdiole Empire by which 
tbe aggregate customs revenue might be 
ei|iiital)ly ])ro])ortioned among the prin- 
cipal coinniiinilies ivoiild in principle be 
free from obji!clinn. .'Mr. Chamberlain 
regardi'd this as an alternative, and not, 
as il was generally regarded, aninipossi- 
blt^ alternative. " Its advantages lo Ihe 
colonies would be so enormous," be con- 
tinued, " lhat il appears to me that the 
colonies themselves will bo bound to 
give such a suggestion their careful con- 
sideration." 

Going into details, he said : " In such 
a general free trade arrangement it is 
quite clear that exceptions must be 
made in the case of articles such as 
tobacco and spirits, which are cliiefiy 
taxed for revenue imrposes. If we ai e 
to make even tho slightest ptogress in 
such a direction, protection must disap- 
pear, and the only duiiijs must be rev- 
enue duties, not protective duties in the 
sense of jirotecting th(! industries of one 
liiutiim ol the Empire against the in- 
dustries of the other. I cannot 
help thinking that if a conn 
cil of representatives of the wdiole 
empire should be called to consid- 
er such an arrangenieni — allliougli the 
subject would present enorinous ditiicul- 
ty — with the existing good will and the 
ultimalegnal in view, something like a 
working agreement would bo reacliod, 
and free traders, even if they had to 
abandon their principles to some extent, 
must remember the enormous gain that 
would compensate for the loss in our 
dealings with foreii;n (■onntries. For 
tho States, forming tbe empire, are, af- 
ter all, more likely lo ihn'clop and in- 
crease in prosjieriiy, pnptihilion, v,-eallh, 
power, comnierce and enterprise than 
any foreign states " 

.\pologizing for S|)eal;ing on the sub- 
ject at. such length, .Mr. Chamberlain 
added that he spoke for himsolf alone, 
iiut that the subject was so important 
that ho desired to provoke a discussion, 
above all, in the colonies. "It is a 
dream, if you like," said Mr, Chamber- 
lain, "but it is a dream no man need be 
ashamed of, to create an empire greater 
and more potent than any history has 
everknown. Xolhingcan bodone, how- 
ever, in any direel ii m until Great Brit- 
ain and her colonies have decided upon 
imperial unity founde<l on tho common 
weal." 

The speech of the colonial secretary 
throughout was listened to with the 
greatest attention, and his viiiious 
points weri! cheered with enlhupiiisui . 

Dr. Montague, in res[)onding, said 
that it was bei'ausc he fully realized the 
important influence the colonii's must 
exercise upon the future of the I'.ritish 
Empire that in Ciuiada Air. tlhamber- 
lain was appreciated as no colonial secre- 
tary ever before had been appreciated. 
No hearts beat truer to the interests of 
the empire, he said, than tho.se of Ihe 
Canadians. Canadians Mere, however, 
no 8U|)pliants to England, except in the 
matter of defence, for wliiidi they right 
I ivally expressed their admiration and 
gralitudo. One thing the Canadians 
especially desired was thai the 
tide of "einigraliiin from (ireat llril- 
t:iin should bo turned to their shores. 
Mr. Cluimberlaiu, he said, wmild be 
doing a work that would solid his name 
down to posterity v,-ith the greatest |)os- 
sible honor, if ho would turn his prac- 
tical attention to encourage tho flow of 
emigration to Canada. He thanked 
theni heartily, h') said, on behalf nf the 
Canadians for the manner in which the 
toast hail been drunk.

LoNDOK, March 25. — A cabinet council 
was held this morning, the oicehange of 
views being devoted to a discussion of 
the British Egyptian expedition up the 
N'ile. 'Commander-in-Chief Ix)nl VVoIho- 
ly was present. Gen. Sir Francis Greii- 
fell, inyi)ector->,'enernl of tlie auxiliary 
forces was also present. 

CoNSTANTiNoi'LE. Marcli 25. — As a re- 
sult of an extraordinary cabinet council 
which lasted throughout Saturday, the 
Turkish government have issued an ap- 
peal to France and Russia, asking them 
to intervene with the object of rugiilat- 
ine the iifFiiirs of Egypt. Germany, it 
is added, is also recnu'Hted by the Porte 
to exercise her (^(xjii oflices in tliia rea- 
ped. Iiistnictioiis were dia Datclied to 
the Turkish ainbaH.siidor at London to 
make certain reineseiitatioiis to the Mar- 
quis of .Salisbury, hut their tenor is not 
known. In well informed circles it i.s 
declared that the action of the Porte is 
due to tlie counsels of J">anco and Itus- 
sia, the governments of which countries, 
it is claimed, have submitted thiil the 
present is an opportntie moment for 
Turkey to raise iiuestion that lier 

suzerainty nver i\i,'yi>t is being practi- 
cally usurped by Great Britain. 

No doubt considerable annoyance :? 
felt by the Porte at the fact tliat Turkey 
was not consulted in regard to the ad- 
visability of dispatchinjj; a British- 
Egyptian expedition up the \ilc, and 
the feelini; of irritation has been in- 
creased by the Khedive also ifjinoring the 
I'orte entirely. Heproac'hes have, in 
consequence, "been addressed to tlieUtto- 
nian commissioners in Kt'vpt for not 
taking stejjs io prevent the or^'anizatioii 
of the expedition, us it is fea.eil tlie 
effects of the advance up the .Vile will 
be felt elsewhere than on the frontier of 
K}ry|)t, and that tin,' .\rabs of Yemen 
may be encouraged ti)»arils fresh hos- 
tilities to the Turkish autliorities. 

In diplomatic circles it is hi^lieved 
that the steps taken liy the Porte tu 
protest against the expedition to Uongo- 
la will have anything more than amoral

It is known that no great onthusiaSm 
exi.sts in England over the prospects of 
another bloody and exjiensive campai;^n 
in the Soudan, hut the api)eal of Turkey 
for intervention may arouse the jini^ij 
spirit of the British Isles to furnish tlie 
Marquis of Salisbury's advisers with the 
very spirit now lacking, so that the 
Saltan may play clean into the hands of 
British statesnian while desiring to do 
the reverse. It is held here that if the 
ostensible ol)ject of the Nile expedition 
bo accomplished, namely, creatin},' a 
diversion which will relieve Kassala, 
there will be no time to be lost. 

The distance from Wady Haifa on the 
Southern boundary of I'.yyj)!, to ])onji<jla 
is about HOC miles. I'.ut the route is a 
most arduous one, even lor the black 
troops of Egypt, and especially at this 
period on account of the low water of 
the Nile, necessitating the cniiiloyinent 
of an immense number of camels for 
transportation and i)nssil)ly tin: bnililiii^ 
of a liiiht railroad . Then admittiu'.^ that 
the Dongola is reached witliout serious 
reverses, which is not by any m(i!inH 
certain, that place is not likely to capi- 
tulate Upon a simple summons. A 6ic);c 
may be neceBsary, and 20,000 to 30,000 
men of the Mahdi wiio may muster 
there, are liable to i)rove more than a 
match for the 20,000 Hritish-lOgyptian 
trooiis which will reach l)oni,'ola worn 
out after !i most wearysome march from 
Wady Haifa, raili'oad < ir no railroail to 
assist them. Then, ev<'ii with Dongola 
fallen, Kassala is not necessarily re- 
lieved, and the cajiture of the latter 
l)lace by Dervishes would threaten 
iSuakim and Tikiar.

THE BONE OF CONTENTION. 

It cannot be said with any approach 
to trutli that Englishmen generally arc 
on national questions blind partisans ; 
that they are ready to take the side of 
their Government whether it isriglitor 
■wrong. The truth isihert: are no severer 
critics of British foreign policy than the 
subjects of the Britisli t^ueen. i.et the 
Government ill a disi>ute with a foreign 
nation take what course it may, there 
are always Englishmen who consider the 
question as they believe on its merits 
and ready to decide that tlie iiolicy it is 
pursuing is a mistaken one. Tlie oul- 
si)okeiiiiess of i'higiislimen and the 
harsh way in which many of thorn 
speak of the course pursued by their 
Government must be to many foreigueis 
surprising. 

It might be supposed that if there is 
any (lueslion on which I'Injilishmen 
would he unanimously in favor of their 
Governnient il would be tlie N'eiie/.neliin 
question. The tone adojited liy the Pre- 
sident with respect to the boundary dis- 
pute between Great Britain and Vene- 
zuela was so imperious, and liis interfer- 
ence in the matter so uncalled for, that 
the in O.St roid-lilooded lOnglishiiian iii i;;lit 
be e.Nciisi'd in hotly resenting tlie ex- 
])re8aions lie used and the attitude lie 
assumed. And when lie saw Ikjw the 
whole American nation apidauded the 
bullying of the President, il might he 
supposed that his indignation would be 
so great that he would be in no 
humor coolly to di.scuss the dis- 
])ute hetweeu bis Government and 
the Governnient of Venezuela. .Vml 
the President's interference was at the 
moment so angrily resented by the Brit- 
ish peonle that they did not wait to con- 
sider whether their country was right or 
wrong in its contention as to what is the 
true boundary line lietween the two 
countries, or even what is the value of 
the ('trip of territory indi.spnte. 

But there was ai least one l<>iiglisli- 
nian who tool; the matter coolly and im- 
mediately began to imiuire into his 
country's claim to the disputed territory, 
and who asked himself and others wheth- 
er the blessed country was worth inak- 
ine a fus3 about. The name of this goii- 
tleniaii is l*'raiicis Coiuyn. He loid 
bceii in ISritisii Giiiaiia and knew a 
}^ood di al aljout the colony, ami he set 
about trying to find out what were 
the rights of this boundary iitieHtion. 
He has given the world the results ol 
his observations and iiii|iiiries in a very 
readable art ieltMii the March iimii her of 
the Niiieleeiith Century. 'I'lie lirst of 
the facts that stnuds Mr. Ctmiyii as he 
proceeded with his iiKiuiry is that 
"England has steadily refiisetl to siih- 
mit this boundary dispute to real arbi- 
tration." "That which she would have 
agreed on," he (rnntiiiuos, "amounted 
practically to otlicial recognition of her 
right to all she wanted at the iiioiiieiit— 
a variable cpiantity — with as niucli in 
addition as an arbitration luiglil award 
her." This, as our readers may remem- 
ber, strikingly resembles the way in 
which President Cleveland described 
Great Britain's position. Up to the 
Scliombcrgk line Groat Britain's claim 
was not to bo (pieatioiied ; beyond that 
lino an arbitration might decide upon 
the validity of llie British claim. 

Mr, Coniy n's iiniuirics led him to the 
conclusion that this Schombergk lino 
about which so much has been written 
is little better than a myth. In ISIO 
the Britiah Govoruinent, ho says, are 
found "sending the brothers Schoiuliergk 
ti) devise and mark out what they imag- 
ined shsuld bo the boundaries of British 
Guiana, without reference to the view.s 
of either Venezuela or Brazil. In 1841 
the yenezuelans ^protested agninst the 
SishombergkB' boundary and marks, 
il'niwing frbin Lord Aberdecjii' the admia-

I suggested by the commissioner for the 
I revision of the statutes, and also his con 
solidution of the huv as at present exist 
ing, with a few amendments which com- 
mend themselves to their judgment 

With respect to the municipal fran- 
chise, it is still i)rovided that household- 
ers must register annually, regisl ration 
being allowed any time up to the 1st of 
Dia-ember in each yoar. 

The geiunal bill, introduced yester- 
day, is an ali'air of •_".)(! sections. It is to 
apply til all municipalities not governed 
by the proN'isnins of some t^pccial act re- 
pugnant to thosi' ol tho bill, and to the 
mties of \'anci)nver and New Weslmin 
stcr in so far as is not inconsistent with 
their acts of iiicorpnration. 

The matter of the sale of liipior by 
clubs is thus dealt with : " 17o. No per- 
son, or association of p.ersons known as 
ball, w ithin a municipality, sell 
or barter spirituous or fermented liipiors 
l.iy wholesale or retail (under sections 
Ui!) ami 17.J) without having taken out 
and had granted to him or it a license 
in that behalf.'" Tho club license fee is 
placed at .$100 annually, and clubs must 
require from members an entrance fee 
of not less than .'i'lO and meinberslii)) 
fees of not less than $12 per annum. 

To facilitati' the collection of the vtiri- 
ous license fees, iti;- pruvidc'd that: " No 
person shall use, practise, carry on, or 
exendsf' within a municipality any 
trade, occupation, )irofession or luisi- 
m^ss described or n:uned in section bill 
anil subsections tiiereof without btiving 
taken out and had granted to him a 
licensi^ in that behalf, under a penalty 
upon Biimniary conviction not exceed- 
ing the sum of .*250 for every such viola- 
tion of this act ." 

^\'ith respect to boards of commission- 
ers of jiolico ill cities, it is provided that 
"such boards shall consist of the Mayor,

CONSTITDTION.'ll, CHANQKS.

Canadian Wheelman, it is evidently the 
intention of the powers that he to fol- 
low in the lead of the A. W., and 
throw all riders in any way connected 
with the wheel trade into tlic profes- 
sional ranks.

still Uncertain VVlicthcr the Canadian Pad- 
lie Will Become a Member of the 
Organization. 

Xi:w Voitic, March 25. — The main fea- 
tures of the new Transcontinental As- 
sociation were agreed upon at the meet- 
ing of the tradic ollicnals, but there are 
several i)oints which will have to he 
sulnnitted to arhit ration.

Several years ago, it is said, the Canad- 
ian Pacific was paid a fl.ted subsidy, 
amounting to about $500,000 a year, 
for keeping out of California bn.'-inesa. 

It is practically settled that the Pacilic 
Mail Sleaniship Company will be paid a 
subsiily of .'i;7,'Jot^ a mon'h for maintain- 
iiisi rales, it nii'.y not he put in this 
form , tor as two ()t the transcontinental 
railroads are SI ill in the lianiLs of the 
courts it might he charged that the 
agrceHiiMi t is a violation of iiiterslate 
coninierce l.iw, inasninrh as the ell'ei-t of 
this agreement is to aholish coiiipetitiini. 
It is believed, liowaver, lliat a way will 
be found that will at least appear on the 
face of it to be legal. By the last ar- 
rangement a certain amount of space on 
each steamer was chartered.

P. Morton whom the jilatform de- 
scrihes as '■ in (tvery way lit for the high 
Innior, and is iiectdiarly the man for the 
hour. He has heen a business man, 
with hiisiness men, and would prove a 
busini ss iiresident for the good of all in- 
terest ^ of the people." 

'J he I)lat h)rm goes on tode(darenrm 
and uiivieding adherence totlit! doctrine 
of protec^tion to American industries, 
piotectimi to the products of the Ameri- 
can farm, and protection to .-Vmeri.Mu 
lahor. It favors a tariff which, while 
|)roviding an income sufficient to meet 
thu expenses of the government honestly 
and economically administered, at the 
same time secures home later and home 
capital from uneciual foreign com))eti- 
tion. It believes in reciiirocity with 
other nations whicii .«liall tiive Fniteil 
States' producers and manufacturers an 
opporlunity to dispose of their surplus 
products and to (.d)tain articles we need 
from those countrie ion the most advan- 
tageous terms.

—Dct fined Tweiify-iive Days 
By liouy:h Weather. 



An IniiiHMise CarffO — The " Gleu- 
jnorafj's ■' Condition— She May 
Probably Be Saved. 



Early yesterday morning tlie, British 
bark llowtli, Ciiptaiii \V. A. ?darLin — 
which bus been daily expected since the 
arrival of her rival, the Gleiuil von, in the 
long oeeiin race from Liverpool here — 
sailed into Esciui malt after a voyage of 
150 days, or about a month longer than 
that of the Glenalvon. It was due 
through no fault of the bark, liowever, 
that she did not arrive earlier, for kIic is 
a thoroughly inodern vessel, and besides 
is probably the largest nierchantnian 
that has ever visited this port, llcr 
delay is largely attributable to a ten- 
day detention off Cape Flattery, and a 
lifteen-day waste of time through bad 
weather off the Horn. The eciuator on 
the Atlantic was readied L'll days from 
Jjiverpool, hut froin tliero on to Stateir 
island, which was passed '■'>■') days later, 
baUling winds were encountered. An 
iniineiise ii^e-flfie was sighted in lat. ()7 
S., long. ()1 U'., and when Til days nut 
the bark met with strong westerly gab'S, 
wliicli drove her back and urevented her 
rounding liie Horn until 15 days later. 
From there on the vessel's passage was 
eorniJioniilace. .save for the ten days' 
delay already mentioned. Not 
a sail was sigliteij on the en- 
tire vovaiie. anil thoso on board 
reporta Boiiiewlial inonotoiioua tnjj. 1 he 
vessel was towed around to the outer 
wharf yesterday afternoon where Messrs. i 
Gates and McBermott will inimedialelv ■ 
comiiienee discharging her cargo, lliere I 
are on th. vessel .S.O.'jO tons of fremht for i 
Victoriii. \ ancnnver. .'~-eal I loan d I aconia.

Care of Macadam and Telford Ronds. 
Improved roads are becoming so com- 
mon in various parts of our country, 
that the following instructions, issued 
by the Road Inijiroveiuent Association 
of London, lOiiglaiid, for the guidance of 
their roailnieii, will be of great service 
to all who have to do with this class of 
roads ; for one thing is sure, a Telford or 
^^aca(lalll road needs ttie best of care to 
bo ill good condition, and unless this 
care is given them they soon get out of 
order, and the work of repairing them 
is expensive. 

1. Xever allow a hollow, a rut or a 
puddle to remain on a road, but till it up 
at once with chips from the road heap. 

2. Always use chips for patching and 
for all repairs during the summer 
months. 

I). Never put fresh stones on the road, 
if by cross-jiicking and a thorough use 
of the rake the surface can bo made 
smooth and kept at the projjer strength 
andelevtion. 

-1. Reiiicniber that the rake is the 
most useful tool in your collection, and 
it should be kept close at hand the whole 
year round. 

6. Do not spread large patches of atone 
over the whole width of the road, but 
coal the iniildle or horse track first, and 
when Ibis has worn in, coat each of the 
sides in turn. 

ti. In nioilerately dry weather and on 
dry roads always [)ick up tbi' old surface 
into ridges six iiu iies apart, and remove 
all large and or. .jecting stones before 
aiiplynig a new coating. 

7. Never s'pread stones more than one 
stone deep, but add a second layer when 
the first has -worn in, if one coat be not 
enough. 

8. Never shoot stones on the road and 
v\iu:k them where they lie, or a sniootn 
surface will be out of the question. 

Never put a stone upon the road for 
repairing purposes that will not freely 
jiass in every direction through a two-ineii 
ring, and remember that still smaller 
stones should be used for patching and 
for all slight rejiairs. 

10. Recollecl lliat hard stones should 
b(! broken into liner gauge than soft, but 
that the two inch gauue is the largest 
that should used where noateam rol- 
ler is employe.l. 

11. Never be wit hout your ring gauge ; 
remember Maeadani's advice that any 
stoiK! you cannot easily put in your 
mouth should be broken smaller. 

12. Fse clii|)s it possible for binding 
newly laid stones together, and reiiiein- 
ber that road sweepings, hors© drop- 
pings, sods or grass and other rubbish 
when used for this purpose will ruin the 
best road eyer coustructed. 

IS. Remember that water-worn or 
rounded stones should never be used 
upon steep gradients, or they will fail to 
bind together. 

M. Never allow dust or iinul to lii> on 
the surface of the road, or either of 
these will double the cost of mainten- 
ance. 

While all of tl-e above rules nrv. inijiort- 
ant and embrace! the priiicii)les of good 
road administration in a small space, 
esjiecial force shoiilil bo attached to rules 
I'ii and 14, as npoii tlie observance of 
these two nili^s depends in a great iiiea- 
Hure tho usefulness of all .Macadam and 
Telford roads. Yet how frequently do 
we see the best of roads made ofl'eiiBive 
by the neglect of these simple princijiles. 
In loo many instances the surface is 
allowed to become foul with horse void- 
ingH and an accumulation of dirt and 
dust, are seldom scraped or deaneil, 
and being constantly sprinkled, the sur- 
face, which shoiild be hard and clean, 
becomes foul with a sticky, nasty mud 
two or three inches deep.

The (•hairniaii Mr. ]). Steveius, in aii- 
iiouncing the uhjoet of llio nu etin^;, s^aid 
that the building of the British Pacific 
was of vital imiiortance, not only to the 
district and island, but to tlio 
l)ro\-ince, and ho re^retleil tlial 
the government liad nut L-'iveii 
more consideration to the .sc'lieuii' 
that Mr. Kithet had laid before them, 
lie then invited lion. Mr. Eberta, the 
representative in the local house (;i 
South Victoria district, to address the 
meeting. 

Hon. D. M. Eberts, attorney-general, 
in his opening remarks aiireod witli the 
chairman that the (juestion before them 
was of vital importance to ihi; province 
generally, and he sincerely hoped to see 
a trunscontinoiital lino built. He nexl 
toucl.ed briefly on the history of the en- 
deavors to briiit^ about this <'.eHiral)k' oh- 
jeet from the time when the lirst charter 
had been grantei-1 to the Canada Wesi era 
rail /,'ay down to the ])reseiit tinii'. 
Tal<in<^ U|) the British I'acilic t^riuMne iis 
set foi-th in the c(irresi>nndeiice lietween 
the promoters and |.;i)veninii'nt and at 
the public meeting in tlie Victoria tli"- 
atre, lie defended the govei iiinent's ai - 
tion and denied tlial tlu; propo'-it ion h:id 
been rejectetl without due and careful 
consideration by tho cabinet. The 
scheme as laid before the executive 
asked tho government to grant 12,000,- 
000 acres of land and to guarantee the 
large sum of $240,000 a year for 25 years 
without a sufficient guarantee that the 
railway would be completed as a trans- 
continental lino. 

The i)roposition was so lar:,'e lliat th" 
government could not see ils way to ac- 
ce|)t it, consiiiering the liniini'ial cun- 
dilion of the province and (lie snialiiicss 
of its populalion. Kven if the govern- 
ineiit had ai'cepted l.lu; sclieme Lhey 
could not have carried it tlirough the 
house, and, anxious as they were to see 
the road built, the terms ofl'ered were 
such tliat they had to hu refused. The 
government had given their earnest con- 
bideratiiin Uj the matter, but they siin- 
plv could not agree to the proposition 
offered ibem. He was as <iesirous 
as anyone present lo have the road built. 
His property ^and his interests were here, 
and the construction of a railw»y, it it 
would do anyone good, would also be to 
his own benefit. Still, as a minister of 
the crown, he had to consider what the 
people of the piovince could bear fur

Taking the present financial condition 
of the province, and from the fact that 
there was no very great exjiaiislon to be 
hoped for at present to supply the funds 
necessary for the gu 'rantee asked by the 
prom ti'rs of the si'herni', tlie l'i'V- 
einnient, aiixi(jiis and willing as tluy 
were to get the road built, were 
coni|]elh'd liy duty to I'eject Ilie piopu.^i- 
tiim. It bad been ai-gucd liv scjnie that 
the govern men t sh();ild have suggested 
anot her proj)ohit ion, but he would an- 
swer that it was for the prom..ter.s and 
not for till! govei-nment to make tlie 

firojiosition. The I'reniier had not 
ighlly refused the reiiuesl, but had 
gone into the matter carefully with tlie 
executive and had come to tho conclu- 
sion that it was unwise to accept a 
scheme without proper guarantees that 
it would be carried to completion. The 
finances of the province wouKl not bear 
the burden that in that case would have 
fallen upon them. 

Capt. .John Irving — " Retrench." 
Hon. Mr. l<^berts continued that it was 
all very well to say retrench, hut it was 
iinjiossihle to jirovide lor the large am- 
ount asked for. - They must reiiieiiiljei 
that the whole white iiopulation of the 
province was (Uily (io,!!!)!), and thi; gov- 
ernmentcould not overburden them with 
taxes. It had been suggeste<l that the 
influx of population brought about by 
tlio construction of the road would give 
meaiiH of meeting the expense involved. 
That, however, was of the nature 
of a problem, and it would not 
do to trust to that. Ho proceeded 
to show by the approin'intion.'s made for 
the coming year that rotvenchmonl 
could not bo made without injury to the 
eflective carrying out of the necessary 
fiervices. lie believed, however, that 
the British Paeilic would bo built pro- 
vided that a proper Bcheme was pre- 
sented to tho government. The I'reniier 
liad stated that should a proposal bo 
presented sliowing that a sufhcient 
amount of capital liad been subscribed 
and if guarantees were given 
for the completion of ..the line 
and for its transuontinenal connections 
the government on l)ehalf of the pro- 
vince would give equitable assistance. 
That meant equittible in so far as a large 
sclio/iie as this was coucenu^d and in so 
far as the liiiancoH of the ])roviiicc would 
permit.

It was well 
recognizcvl that the C. B. R. had becui of 
benelit to the country, and why shoulil 
liritiah Columbia not haveanotlier trans- 
continental line. The Bremier had stated 
that he was pledged to the construction 
of the British Pacific railway. He 
(.Mr. Helinekeu) had attended the meet- 
ing at Metchosin and tho people there 
had sent through their reiircsentatives 
a rei|Uest t'j the government to so co- 
operate with the jiromoterH of this ureat 
undertaking that it wcuild become a 
certainty. {.\ |)plaiise. ) He woiilil ad- 
visi; the peo))le of ^'ietoria districc to 
send through their representative, th.e 
.\ttoriiey-(ieiuu'al, the self same mes- 
sage. (Applause.) The government, 
should have been more consideratt! to 
the promoters, an<i might have told 
them that tliey would accept modilieil 
terms. It had been argued in certain 
ipiarters that Mr. .\rmstrong had saiil 
that if tho ifLMO,UUO was not iriven tiie 
whole tiling was "up the flume." 
That, however, was not tho case. 
I'he government should have assisted 
tlie promoters in preparing a modified 
scheme. It had been argued that insnf- 
licienr '.guarantees bad been given. The 
mere lact that Mr. Rithet's name was 
connected prominently with the scheme 
was a guarantee in itself, as ho, as was 
well known, had the interest of the 
Iiroviiu:e at heart. ,\lr. Rithet's 
disinterested i^o.-jition had been shown 
by his speech at the \'ictoria theatre, in 
which he offered to retire if someone 
else would take the matter Uji. 
I'hat showed his position. (.\p- 
jilause.) Referring to Mr. .Miller's (|Ues- 
tioiis Jlr. Helnicken remarked that 
.Mr. I'",beits' position as attorney-general 
was somewhat diU'eront to that of an 
ordinary member of the house, for a 
c abinet minister, though responsible to 
his constituents, was sworn to con- 
sider the interests of the crown as well. 
What he (Mr. Helnicken) urged all 
aloiiL' was that the government should 
cont inue t he iiegot iat ions. H>' was imi 
u'^iiiu' to let up till he saw some taiigiiile 
assuraiire that what the peo|ile wanted 
they will have. ( .\ pplaiise.) Tlw 
iintry through wliiidi the rail- 
way would jiass was, as tin- 
ineers' reports showcfd, well w^ii'tl 
o)jeiiiiig up. He coiKduih'd by asking 
them to endorse .\l_r. Bilhel so tiiat when 
ho presented another [)ro|>osition to ilie 
goveriiinoiit they, understandin 
feelings of the jjeople, would enter inio 
iiegoiiat ions that would redound to the 
lirosperity and welfare of the province. 

.Mr. Munroe Miller, in coming forward 
to move a resolution, remarked that in 
asking .^Ir. Eberts the cpiestion he did 
not intend to em harras-- that gentleman, 
hut simply to get inlormation for him 
self. He moved tlit? same resolutioi 
as was p.'issed at .Met(;!iosin. It read

The city council held a special meet- 
ing last evening at w liicU it WU8 decided 
to repair the bear pit at Beacon Hill 
parkland, as Aid. Marehant expresses 
it, " retain the services of the 'amoosin' 
bear." This was the onlv item of busi- 
ness disposed of although the council 
was in session for u conaidorable time 
and several important items of public 
policy were on the list. 

Prefacing the special business of the 
evening liis Worship directed the at- 
tention of the board to the unsatisfac- 
tory condition of affairs at Beacon Hill 
jiark, where the bear pit has become a 
source of considerabio danger — was the 
council desirous of making repairs lo 
the hear pit or should the bears bo dis- 
posed of? 

" Let iiie see," remarked .Aid. Ahic- 
iiiillaii, '■ dill not the )>ark c,)niiiiittee at- 
teiii|)t to bring in a report on this sub- 
ject at the last meeting? " 

Till-; .\l .\ vol! explaineil that the eom- 
niittee iiad presented a report recom- 
mending an expenditure of ^IIU to make 
the bear pit safe and sanitary. He had 
been forced to rule this report out of or- 
der as the appropriation should have 
been provided for in a requisition from 
the finance committee. 

Ai.D. Makcii.\nt strongly favored the 
repairing of the bear pit and the reten- 
tion of the valuable services of the boais 
which were a considerable attraction to 
chiklren and visitors, the attractions (>f 
the park being as n matter of fact hard- 
ly ui> to tlu: standaril at the ])resent 
lime, hi order to ilisjiose of the matter 
in issue he moved that the bears he re- 
tained and their cpKirters be made safe 
and habitable. This motion was .second- 
ed and siipfiorted by Aid. Wilson and 
met with no ojipesitiiiii, although Aid. 
Macmiliau ohserveil as the resolution 
was adopted, that the museiitii was in 
his o]>iiiion the best place for Bruin.

^<(■xt I'aiMC the business f-.ir whieli the 
council liail been brought together — the 
ciinsider'ation of a report from the citv 
enijineerin ooiineetioii with the water 
wnika iiiiproveiiieiit oi>eratioiis now in 
])rogress, in wliitdi he reconi mended to 
tho i;uiiiicil the subfilitution of brick for 
coiiereto in the sidini; ami flooring of the 
Beaver Lake reservoir, as it was very 
probable that there might bo some set- 
tling, in wbii'h event the concrete would 
be almost certain to crack, llis reasons 
for this opinion he exjjlained in detail 
to the council when that body had gone 
into committee to deal with the report. 
He held that the brick sides anfl floor 
would be much more satisfactory than 
gravel, and in particular, easier t<j keep 
clean.
